A communique issued in Washing­ 
ton stated that the trips were ac­

During one of the ferry trips 
after a British aircraft, manned 
by RAF pilots, had been launched 
by the Wasp, axis planes attacked 
the island. 
“Completely surprised by the 
increased number of defending 
fighters the enemy suffered con­ 
siderable losses,” the communique 
continued. 
As the planes took off from the 
Wasp they immediately engaged 
enemy planes over Malta before 
landing on the island. 
"After landing and hasty refuel­ 
ing at the airdrome they were 
again in the air continuing to re­ 
pel the enemy attack within 30 
minutes after arrival,” the com­ 
munique added. 
Arrival Timely 
The Navy added significantly 
that “the expertly timed arrival 
of reinforcement planes on the 
Wasp was most fortunate for the 
heroic defenders of the British 
stronghold and the cause of the 
United Nations.” 
Axis radio stations on numer­ 
ous occasions have mentioned the 
presence of American naval units 
in the Mediterranean, but this is 
the first time that U. S. official* 
have admitted their presence.

ART COLLECTIONS 
T 
HE BEQUEST of a fine and valuable art 
collection to a middle-western mus­ 
eum makes people who “ look before and 
a fter” stop to think a little about such 
benefactions. 
It isn’t often now adays that 
any individual or family gives the public 
$3,000,000 worth of art, or anything else. 
Big fortunes, on w hich such collections are 
based, are not built up as they used to be 
and handed down from generation to gen­ 
eration. 
Successful 
business 
men 
still 
make 
money, especially 
with 
war-time oppor­ 
tunities, but they cannot keep it and pile 
it up as of yore. 
Ever-mounting taxes for­ 
bid the 
establishment of 
great 
estates, 
whether in realty or in stocks and bonds. 
Thus art collections, which are the cream 
of cultural investment, have less chance of 
private growth and maintenance. 
They 
tend to become public. 
This is a phase 
of 
d e m o c ra c y . 
And 
whether it is good or bad remains to be 
seen. 
Fine 
arts 
has 
usually flourished 
most under the patronage of w ealthy indi­ 
viduals. 
Can it do so well, or better, with 
cities and states for patrons? 


WITH PERSHING IN 1916

Rules for Heart Patients 
May Require Change in Habits

A PATIENT WHO suddenly, in 
the midst of apparent good health, 
finds that he ia suffering with 
heart disease it brought face to

face with an enormous number of 
questions about his daily life which 
have never obtruded themselves 
upon him before. 
Unquestionably he must adapt 
himself and his life to changes in 
his habits and certain things are 
entirely shut off from him. How­ 
ever, most of the thinge he is 
warned against by his lay friends 
do not affect the progreee of the 
disease at all. 
For instance, very few people 
with heart disease have to give up 
work. A certain amount of work 
and exercise ie good for most 
people with heart disease because 
it strengthens the heart muscles. 
This, of course, does not apply to 
people who have pain or distress 
in breathing on taking exercise. 


Question of Flyiag 
Should a patient with heart di­ 
sease fly? Today, with the great 
increase in air travel, many men 
with heart disease are asking if 
it would be safe for them to fly. 
In practically all cases in which a 
man can walk comfortably he can 
fly comfortably, especially in a 
plane that is going over fairly level 
country and seldom at an altitude 
over 6,000 feet. If a man’s heart 
reserve is good enough for all 
practical purposes at sea level, he 
probably will be comfortable in a 
commercial plane. 
Much the same sort of snswer 
can be made to the patient who 
has heart disease and who asks 
whether he should live in a high 
altitude. Living at a high altitude, 
of course, puts some strain on the 
heart because there is progress­ 
ively less oxygen in the air a* one 
rises above sea level. This differ­ 
ence is of little consequence up to 
a height of perhaps 8,600 feet. 
Above this, a man who is troubled 
with heart disease should restrict 


his activities even more thar he 
did at a lower level. 
Moderation in all things which 
have to do with habit should be the 
rule. Nothing, however, needs to 
be given up entirely. A man w.th 
heart disease should use tobae o 
moderately and perhaps smoke 
only after a meal, three times s 
day. There is no good reason to 
believe that coffee or tea do any 
great harm to the heart. Moderate 
indulgence in alcoholic beverages, 
if this bas been that patient’s 
habit, should be continued because 
they cause relaxation and dilata­ 
tion of the blood vessels. 
Mental work often puts more of 
a strain on the heart than phys - 
cal work because nature does not 
have the same danger signals to 
flash when mental work is excess­ 
ive. 
Women often want to 
know 
about marriage and childbearing 
It may be said pretty safely thai 
a woman who Ands out that she 
has heart disease at an age young 
enough to bear children can usual­ 
ly have two or three children 
safely. I wouldn’t like this to be 
put down as a rule to follow, but I 
saw a woman the other day who 
had thirteen children after she 
knew she had heart disease. 
Surgical operations also need 
consideration but there is no hard 
and fast rule against a patient 
with heart disease having a sur­ 
gical operation. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. B. S.:—Is it possible for 
a physician to make a short, 
eighteen-year-old boy grow by giv­ 
ing him glandular extracts or in­ 
jections? 
Answer: No. The only instances 
in which height has been increased 
have been in people much younger 
than this.

OPA Lauds Work Done Here; 
Several Clerks Will Be 
Required In Office 


Pickaway county’s new com­ 
modity rationing and price con­ 
trol board, established under the 
Office of Price Administration, 
was announced Wednesday with 
George D. McDowell, county su­ 
perintendent of schools who has 
been acting as rationing coordi-, 
nator, as general chairman. 
At the same time, county com­ 
missioners 
announced 
appoint­ 
ment of T. E. Wilson, publisher of 
The Daily Herald, as county Ci­ 
vilian Defense Council chairman. 
He has been chief of the Circle­ 
ville Defense Council since start 
of the program. 
Reorganization of the rationing 
set up in the county became effec­ 
tive Wednesday, July I. AU other 
rationing units of city and county 
are replaced under the new pro­ 
gram. 
The board includes 
IO men, 
nearly all of whom have been 
serving in rationing jobs prior to 
the reorganization. 
They include 
the general chairman and three 
members on each of three panels. 
Included are: 
TIRE BOARD, which also in­ 
cludes automobiles and bicycles: 
Leslie D. May, chairman: John W. 
Eahelman, E. C. Rector. 
PRICE BOARD: Don Walker, 
chairman; Howard A. Ort, Rus­ 
sell Rogers. 
SUGAR BOARD, also includes 
typewriters: 
J. 
Donald 
Mason, 
chairman; L. E. Foreman, E. C. 
Ebert. 
The board, approved by OPA 
officials, was recommended and 
approved by the Civilian Defense 
Council. 
All of the board members are 
serving without pay. 
Reorganization of the rationing 
system, ordered by Price Admin­ 
istrator Leon Henderson, called 
for reduction of the number of 
boards in some localities. 
May Need New Panels 
In addition to the three panels 
already established others will he 
set up as they are needed. 
In 
event 
additional 
rationing 
be­ 
comes effective, as predicted, new 
panels will be needed. 
Persons 
who have been serving on the va­ 
rious local and rural boards will 
be asked to fill places on the new 
units. 
OPA officials who helped Civil­ 
ian Defense Council officials work 
out the new board w’ere liberal in 
their praise of rationing work as 
handled 
by 
county 
and 
city 
boards. 
“They have done out­ 
standing work,” one official said. 
Appointment of an executive 
secretary to be in charge of the 
rationing office will be announced 
soon. 
A list of four names has 
been sent to the regional OPA of­ 
fice in Cleveland. 
Mrs. Leona 
Riegel of Little Walnut, who has 
been connected with the county 
rationing office, will remain as an 
employe of the new office. A suc­ 
cessor will be appointed to replace 
Mrs. Frank Marion, who has been 
serving on a voluntary basis. Mrs. 
Marion, who w-as merely helping 
out in serving as a clerk, conclud­ 
ed her work Tuesday. Possibility 
of appointment of another clerk 
is indicated, also, Mr. McDowell 
said.

Their hidden hand could be 
seen in state and city politics, but 
the newspapers could not definite­ 
ly pin the button on any of them. 
So Bob Allen joined the Klan, 
went to one of its nightahirted 
meetings, got a list of the big 
shots who were mixing in local 
politics, exposed the whole thing 
—and was nearly lynched. 
On another occasion, the Non- 
Partisan League was making 
terrific drive to wrin 
Wisconsin, 
was about to hold a secret meet 
ing in an old theatre in Madison 
The gathering was 
very 
hush 
hush. The press was barred. Upon 
the meeting depended future poli­ 
tical control of the state. 
So Bob went to the thestre 
early in the morning, climbed up 
the curtain drop ropea in the rear 
and all day lay on the rafters. 
From this perch he listened to 
the entire meeting. 
However, he 
was 
hot, 
dusty 
and 
cramped. 
While taking notes, he slipped, 
grabbed a rope, fell part way to 
the platform below. 
Hie Non- 
Partisan Leaguers, in an uproar, 
kicked him out. 
But he had the entire story, 
and published it next day. It cre­ 
ated a state-wide sensation, and 
started the Non-Partisan League 
on the downward path in Wiscon­ 
sin. 
BORAH’S FRIEND 
Mayor LaGuardim of New York 
once wrote a story describing Bob 
as the tough member of the 
MERRY-GO-ROUND partnership; 
how he would call a senator all 
sorts of names, after which I was 
supposed to slip in, sooth the Sen­ 
ator and get the story. 
This is not exactly true. I have 
heard Bob cuss out a senator or 
a cabinet member aa ane would 
only do to one s dearest friend or 
worst enemy. But after the cus­ 
sing out, they were always bosom 


friends—and Bob always got the

One of his best friends was the 
late Senator Borah. Borah used 
to call on Bob for frequent poli­ 
tical advice, and sometimes I have 
heard Bob bawl the Senator out 
as if he were a six-year-old. Funny 
thing was that Borah 
always 
grinned sheepishly—and loved it. 
HE KNEW HITLER 
In all the years I have legged it 
around Washington, pounded the 
typewriter and stayed up nights 
working with Bob Allen, there is 
only one grudge I hold against 
him. He was the first American 
to know Hitler—and 
he 
never 
stopped him. 
Bob studied a year in Germany 
at the University of Munich in 
1923-24, when Hitler's first itches 
of grandeur culminated in the fa­ 
mous 
Beer Hall 
putsch. 
Bob 
covered the putsch and the sub­ 
sequent trial of Hitler and Luden- 
dorff. And having seen 
Bob 
in 
action on other fronts, I never 
have been able to understand why 
he didn’t stop Hitler 
then 
and 
there. 
But now we’ll all be rooting for 
him—wherever he’ll be. And after 
he does what he didn’t do before 
at Munich, he’ll be back handing 
out brass rings at the same old 
stand, calling the tunes on Jesse 
Jones and Fanny Perkins, punch­ 
ing the tickets for rides on the 
same old WASHINGTON MERRY 
-GO-ROUND.
